FRENCH CRITIQUE ON MR. C. KEMBLE AND MISS SMITHSON. 

“We have stated that the Nina of Mile. Bigottini was the only 
character that could be compared to the Ophelia of Miss Smithson, 
but we have been requested to observe, that to the pantomimie ex- 
pression, in which Ophelia is not at all inferior, Nina does not join 
that melancholy charm of language, and the indefinable magic of that 
song, which alters and vacillates with her thoughts. Miss Smithson 
will remain there for a long time. a model to which none other will 
dare approach without the hazard of being broken at her feet. In 
one case only did she equal, or, »erhaps, if we be permitted to say it 
surpass herself—namely, in the terrible tomb scene. On the appear- 
ance of Juliet, borne forward to the frout of the stage, yet half dead 
wrapped-in white drapery, ier long tresses dishevelled, her eves seek- 
ing to catch once more the light. a gexeral cry burst from the audi- 
ence, ‘ How lovely she is !” But when her glance at lenght fell upon 
Romeo, when a célestial smile expressed her recognition, while at the 
same time her arms casting aside every obstacle to catch him to her 
heart to embrace him—what a picture did she present! and who can 
attempt to describe it? Only he who can describe the extacy, the 
tvansport, the delirium that it excited. And this is the same actress, 
for that point cannot be too much dwelt on, who gifted with a.versati- 
lity of wonderful genius, had infused into the scene of the nocturnal 
interview, all the graces of ingenuousness, all the candour of virgi-
